FISH. 

Not long ago the BULLATIN received from 
the depattment of marine and fisheries a cir- 
cular dated October 26th, 1891, which read as 
lollows: “I beg to enclose hi tewith for your 
information and ope es greed eed 

r a synopsis of propu regulation 
thet beter beneptio’ of fish in the enclosed 
waters of Manitoba and the Northwest. As 
the ubject is one of paramount importance 
to the p*pulation of the above named prov- 
inoes I would feel obliged for your drawing 
attention tothe matterin your editorial col- 
hs, 80 as to invite pubhe criticisiil I rela- 
tion thereto.” The BULLKLIN has great pleas- 
uré in avceding to the very civil request of 
the minister and takes the liberty of point- 
ing out to begin with that criticism {s asked 
on Occober 26th of “proposed” fishery regula- 
tions which from fotices publicly posted in 
Edmonton, it appearé, have been in force 
since some tine in August last. Either the 
public notice or the circular is certainly 
grossly misleading: In thie part of the Ter- 
ritories, more than in any other, the fisheries 
question is highly important to a large vum- 
ber of the people, whose chief dependance 
for a livelihood during each succeeding win- 
ter is upon the white fishery made in the 
previous fall, The sections of the regulations 
referring to the fisherice of chief importance 
to this district read as follows: 


‘A domestic license entitles farmers, 
settlers and bona fide local fishermen 
to fish with 3800 yards of gill nets 
each, on payment of a fee of $2. 
Whitefish nete wust have meshes of 6 inches 
extension mensure, forother fish 4 inches. 
No net shall be set within a radius of helfa 
guile from the mouth of any river or stream 
flowing into the lakes of Manitoba and North- 
west Territories. 

“A sturgeon net license shall entitle the 
holder thereof to fish with 300 yards of 12 inch 
gill nets on payment of a fee of $2. 

“A seine license shall entitle the holder 
thereof to use a seine not exceeding 60 yards 
in lenath with meshes of 4 inches extension 
Measure on payment of a fee of 25 cents. 

“Fishing with nets or other apparatus is 
prohibited except under license, All fees 
payable strictly in advance, 

“9. The close seasons for fish are as fol- 
ows ; 

Whitefish, salmon trout and tullabee shall 
not be fished, or caught, killed or had in 
session between 6th October and 30th Nov- 
ember, both days inclusive. 

Pickerel (dore) gold eyes, pike and maskin- 
onge between 15th April and 13th May, 

Speckled trout (salveliners fontinales) be- 
tween 11th September and let May. 

Sturgeon between 16th May roms 13th July, 

“10. No fishing of any kind allowed from 
6, p.m., Saturday to 6 a.m. Monday. 

“11. Domestic licenses will run from Ist 
December to 4th October following. 

“12. Special licenses may be granted for 
pound netas.+ Fee 50 cen s.

Why it should be 
charged under such circumstances is a mys 
The intention of the regulations in pro- 
tecting che fish during the spawning season 
igno doubt good, But the facts of the case 
are that ohly during the spawning season 
can sufficient fish be caught to eupply the 
needs of those who depend upon fish for 
their winter food: The ive forms about the 
close of the spawning season and tn most of 
the lakes the fishery after the tce forms 
amounts to nothing. To enforce the section 
regarding @ closer season would simply con- 
demn abdut 150 halfbreed families at Lake 
St. Ann and Lac la Biche to starvation or to 
depend upon charity, which is much the 
same thing. It is doubtless very proper to 
try to preserve the fish, but when it becomes 
necessary to starve ® number of people in 
order to do so, the government should go 
slow. They should, at least, have made 
their enouiry before enforcing their regula-
